ANOTHER EXAMPLE 
For ISO yesn, the motto o[ the United 
States military academy has been "duty, 
honor, country." How those proud worda 
have been besmirched by the scandal over 
cheating In examinations, a scandal that 
■ InvolTes far more than a breakdown in West 
Point's famed honor system. 

In the first wave of anger which followed 
disclosure ot the sorry affair, there was a 
loud tone of righteous Indignation from 
Washlhgton. One congressman demanded 
' honorable discharge for the 80 cadets In- 
volved. Another called for suspension of foot- 
ball at the academy, for the cheating seemed 
to center around some top athletes at "the 
Point." 

From another perspective, however, foot- 
ball seems to be only a small part bl the 
situation. . 

' To be sure, the captain-elect of the foot- 
ball team, who waa ona of those Involved, 
■aid many of the men thought the cribbing 
—he didn't call It cheating— was Justified 
because they had given so- much study time 
to football. 

■ "In some cases," he said, "friendship comes 
above the honor system." 

II that statement is shocking, we'd better 
think' back a little before we put all the 
—blamB-on-the-eribblng-cadeta.— 

Maybe we all ought to share the blame, 
because we've been sitting boclc and shrug- 
ging off a similar attitude In a lot of other 
places of honor besides West Point. 

Remember what the general out hi De- 
troit said when he was relieved for accepting 
the hospitality of contractors and misusing 
government property, Just a week before the 
scandal at the academy broke. He was Just 
doing what everybody else was dohig, he ex- 
• plained, only he got caught at It. In high 
jilaces in Washington, that same attitude has 
'. Deflti expressed In different WByB— friendship 
' that comes above honor In the form of crony-

EISENHOWER'S VALUE 

Bernard M. Baruch, elder statesman wlth- 
out- portfolio-but-wlth-a-world-of- wisdom 
tinder his white hair, gave America something 
sow and profound to think about, for 1952 
nrhen he stepped off the boat from Europe 
the other day. 

In essence, it was: "Don't draft lice." 

This doesn't mean that the 41se old man 
who la famed both as a park bench philos- 
opher and an advlaer to I^esldents has 
anything against Qoncral Elsenhofer's qual- 
ifications for the Job In the White House. 

What Baruch believes is that the job 
Elsenhower is doing now In Europe Is too 
important to give up— a Job, sold Baruch, t^at 
"Is probably the most important 'a single 
individual has had In our lifetime." Because 
of that, he thinks It would be a "great dlS' 
service" to Elsenhower to put hhn Into 
pollUcs. 

No one can quarrel with Baruch's definition 
ot the role Elsenhower is ploying as military 
leader of the North Atlantic treaty organ- 
isation, a role which, may well determine 
"Whether we have peace in our time, a role 
on which hinges the security .of the whole 
Jrce world. . 

The "draft Ike" sponsors had" better con- 
aider Boruch's words carefully., And leaders 
of both parties better think things over, too, 
before they seize upon Ike as the man either 
to keep themselves In power or to get back 
Into power. i 

But the consideration should be two-sldcd. 
neither a tub-thumping rush to draft a hero 

on-yhoac-coattalls-the y -ca n Tlde-tirTlctoryr 

nor a quick brush-off of his presidential 
possibilities because of the Job he has now. 
For Baruch had some other words to say 
about Elsenhower. 
"Ho Is a man entirely without scll-lntcr-

desire Is to bring the western rations to- 

' - gether nnd-also satisfy the American people." 
n .those are good qualifications for a man 
■who is leading the free world toward security, 
they also' sound like good qualiiicatlons for 
a man to lead the. United States. And If, 
under the pressure of politics, Elsenhower 
could still fulfill his solo desire, It might be 
a "great disservice" not to draft him.

the discoveries themiclvcs, 

The planet Venus and the moon 
were moving, eastward among' tho 
soiled "fixed" stars. On July D, the 
bright ktoT Regulus appeared, a lit- 
tie ab dvB and to Uie leluit the over- 
powering light ■ orbrllllant Veriui. 
No Ecljpse 

The next night many ohservm, 
the writer" Included," could not' ice 
Regulus at all with unaided eye. One 
person thought Venus was ecUiulns 
the star until she med her opera 
glasses on it and'found Regulus only 
lUghtly below the planet 

A local star cnthusliit telephoned 
me iho could see the two almost 
touching. With my 7x30 Zehs binoc. 
ulors, a good neighbor and I Qb. 
talned a gorgeous view. Venus, was 
a tauge spot of yellow steady light 
while Regulus looked like a smaller 
satellite, twinkling and dancing vio- 
lently and flashing In succeulon all 
the spectral colors. 

Bnpab Venni. 

Then the following evening the 
superb naked -eye view occurred. The 
crescent moon, with the eortluhlne 
the dark port easily visible, had 
moved up BO It wu only ■ short 
ipace below and to the right ot 
Regulus, while Venus ilnce the pre- 
vious night also had moved up and 
to the left of the star. Venus and 
Luna with the star between them 
thrilled almost alt who looked that 
way. In the binoculars, which took 
In all three at once, the sight was 
mognltlccnt. 

With a power of 7B, In the tele- 
scope that evening Venus wu a 
crescent,-, almoal .ft- twln ln slu and 
shape for the unmagnlllcd inobti.
